Western Canada harvesting a wheat crop 
of from 380,000,000 to 390,000,000 bushels 
—the largest since 1932—is indicated in a 
crop survey by the Winnipeg Free Press. 


The crop has_ passed + 


through a critical period 
during the past three 
weeks due to abnormal 
heat, but recent showers 
and cooler weather have 
checked deterioration. Con- 


tinued favorable conditions, 
said the Free Press, would 
mean the largest crop in 
seven years. 

The forecast, however, is 
tentative only, explained the 
report, and is dependent on 
the late crops in northern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan 
escaping the frost hazard and 
barring further deterioration 
from recurring heat waves.

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The Alaska Highway 


Alberta has a real interest in the route 
that may be chosen for the international 
highway to Alaska, as anything which 
helps northern progress is of vital concern 
to this province. The Ottawa statement 
by Hon. Charles Stewart, chairman of the 
highway commission, shows that the 
interest manifested by Alberta in the pro- 
ject has been well worth while. It has 
made him clarify the situation. 

The scope of the commission’s inquiry 
has been in dispute. In an Edmonton 
interview some time ago he said that 
Alberta's stake in the highway was so 
clear that hearings would be held in this 
city and the commission also would exam- 
ine the feasibility of having this province 
share in the highway’s route. An order- 
in-council outlining the terms of reference 
for the commission provided for such a 
procedure, according to Hon. James A. 
MacKinnon. Mr. Stewart said here his 
understanding was that such an order 
had been passed but had not yet been 
delivered to him. 

Later, in British Columbia, Mr. Stew- 
art spoke in a way that seemed to narrow 
the range of the commission’s work, as 
far as Alberta was concerned. Newspaper 
criticism of the Pacifie Coast utterance 
followed. His statement from Ottawa, 
made in response to that criticism, is wel- 
some because it contains the firm assur- 
ance there is “not the slightest reason” 
to suppose the interests of Alberta’ will be 
neglected.

Mr. Woodsworth’s strong point has 
never been a mastery of foreign affairs. 
He has been primarily interested in social 
problems, and when he leaves the safe 
field of making a general plea for peace | 
to outline a specific policy whereby war 
dangers may be eased, he has not always 
been happy in his suggestions. 

At Vancouver on Wednesday the 
C.C.F. leader made a comment on Can- 
ada’s foreign policy which, though well 
meant, has little light or guidance in it. 

He began with an obvious platitude— 
that Canada’s proximity to the United 
States was a basic part of her foreign 
policy and that friendly relations should 
always exist between the two neighbors. 
Then he went on to make an astonishing 
Statement. “It would be folly,” he said, 
“to jeopardize the amicable relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada over 
some trivial foreign policy dictated by 
Great Britain.” 

Mr. Woodsworth seems to have for- 


gotten that the day in which Britain “dic- 
tated” Canada’s foreign policy has passed 
forever. A free and sovereign nation in 


the Commonwealth, Canada is able to act 
as it chooses, and any decision on the 
question of peace or war for Canada will 
be made by the Canadian, not the British, 
parliament. 

Again, it is hard to understand how a 
“trivial” policy can ever “jeopardize” rela- 
tions between Canada and the United 
States. Or does Mr. Woodsworth believe 
that Britain's present program is a 
“trivial” one? If he does, he definitely 
holds a minority view on this issue 

At the core of Mr. Woodsworth’s 
statement lies the correct belief that it is 
in some way necessary to reconcile, if 
possible, Canada's obligations as a 
ber of the Commonwealth with her posi- 
tion as the nearest and most friendly 
neighbor of the United States, Unfortun- 


mem- 


ately, judging by his Vancouver opinion, | 


he does not know how it should be done. 
He seems to think it is the British con- 
nection that should suffer. Few people 
in the United States, let alone in Canada, 
would agree with him. 


The Immigration Question 


When the depression struck Canada, 
the Bennett government revised the immi- 
gration laws so that a steep, almost insur- 
mountable, barrier was erected against 
the further entry of persons from other 
countries to this dominion. 

That decision, it should be marked, 
was definitely part of an emergency pro- 
gram. It was in no sense considered, 
either by the Bennett government itself or 
by the Canadian people, as forming an 
irrevocable departure in the immigration 
laws of this country which could never be 
changed, even though the self-interest of 
Canadian development clamored for such 
a change. 

The agitation for a more liberal policy 
on the part of Canada to refugees from 
various European countries has had the 
good effect of raising the whole immigra- 
tion question and bringing it right out in 
the open. 

It is known that Mr. Mackenzie King, 
the prime minister of Canada, is willing 
to act more vigorously in this regard once 
he is sure the voice of the Canadian people 
would support such conduct. Judging by 
newspaper comment from coast to coast, 
that support is now general. 

It would be a fatal mistake to treat the 
immigration question as an issue of party 
politics. It should be discussed on the 
broad issues of the nation’s welfare. 
Newspapers, whether Liberal or Conserv- 
ative in their convictions, have already 
done this. 

It would be equally fatal to regard this 
question as a racial or religious one. The 
refugees belong to no one race and cer- 
tainly to no one religion. Once a fair 
decision is made as to what Canada can 
do to ease its present immigration laws, 
it will not be hard to reach a fair decision 
also as to the proportion of immigrants 
and refugees to be admitted from the 
various countries. 

Canada is a young, growing country. 
To say it has reached the limits of its eco- 
nomic absorptive capacity, and that it no 
longer needs people with brains and 
money who will start new industries that 
will help reduce unemployment, is an 
argument that reason condemns and 
conscience forbids. 


The Axis is Shocked 


It will be a great stroke for peace if 
Jugoslavia remains firm in her present 
refusal to be made the tool of the axis 
powers. Both Germany and Italy have 
thought its territory could be used by 
them in war-time as a jumping off place 
for a general military campaign. Now 
they are shocked to hear that their well- 
laid plans are going awry in Jugoslavia. 

Perhaps Italy will be able to tempt 
or to scare its premier, on his present visit 
to Rome, once more into subservience to 
the axis. Hungary already is an echo of 
German policy. If Jugoslavia can change 
its mind and get away with it, Hungary 
may begin to think of striking out on a 
new orbit for herself as well. Great stakes 
are being played for in Europe now, and 
the test is no less than the magnetic power 
of the axis states to draw its neighbors to 
them and keep them faithful. 

The new attitude of these small states 
is a direct and immediate result of British 
and French initiative in forming their 
peace bloc. They feel that co-operation 
with the democracies may be a better 
policy than obedience to the dictators. It 
is now the turn of the axis states to bid 
high for their support.

First line strength of German bombers is 
timated by the experts at 2,000. Behind each 
of these are probably three reserve machines, 
making a total of 8,000 in all. On these tentative 
calculations, a force of between 1,200 and 1,500 
machines could be gathered for an attack on 


Britain. Not all the armada 
GOERING'S would be launched in one raid, 
BLITZKRIEG the pamphlet states. Mass 
formation is too difficult, and 


has no particular advantage. Raids of about 30 
machines each, dispatched to arrive every hour 
of the day and night, involving 1,400 machines, 
are more likely, If half got through, that would 
allow 700 tons of bombs to be dropped, caus- 
ing an estimated 35,000 casualties of whom two- 
thirds would be wounded. In such a mass 
attack at the outset, the enemy would almost 
disregard losses; later on, the strain on pilots 
and need of machines would force a change of 
tactics. 

What a cold-blooded calculation. The pur- 
pose is to prepare the British people for what 
may come in the early days of any attempted 
“Blitzkrieg.” The object of the “blitzkrieg” is 
to break down civilian security and civilian 
morale. The object of the Air Defense League in 
preparing British thought for possible eventual- 
ities is to ensure that civilian morale will not 
break. The pamphlet emphasizes that “British 
war planes are inferior to those of no other 
nation, and their output is daily increasing,” 
whereas “Germany has now reached her maxi- 
mum production.” The “blitzkrieg” it says, must 
either succeed quickly or it will peter out in a 
short time. 

There seems no fear but that British resist- 
ance would stiffen under such attempts to bomb 
the civilian population into submission. It did 
so with the Spanish people when certain con- 
tributories to the non-intervention pact bombed 
Spanish populations while other contributories 
saw to it that the Spanish people were denied 
means of defense. 

Even if the rest of the world entered into a 
non-intervention pact to deprive Britain of food 
and munitions while German air fleets bombed 
British cities, the plight of the British would 
not be as exigent as that of the gallant betrayed 
defenders of democracy in Spain.

At the other extreme of human effort, the 
world is saddened by the death of Dr. “Will”

French Canada mourned the death of one of her 
most distinguished sons, the Hon. Elzear Bedard. 
Admitted to the Bar of Lower Canada in August, 
1824, he was elected to the Legislative Assembly 
for Montmorency in July, 1832, and was re- 
elected in 1834, but the year before had been 
elected mayor of Quebec city. 

He lives in our political history for two 
reasons: It was he who, in 1834 moved the adop- 
tion of the ninety-two resolutions setting forth 
the grievances of Lower Canada, These resolu- 
tions declared that “the French Canadians had 
been treated with contumely, that they had been 
debarred from public office, and that their habits, 
customs and interests had been disregarded,” 
and they appealed to the good feeling of the 
British people for redress.

Current Comment 


Attacking Britain by Lies! 
By A. E. Morgan, in the Imperial Review 
Within the past two or three years there has 
developed, not only in foreign countries, but, un- 
fortunately, to some degree in the British Em- 
pire itself, a widespread misunderstanding in 
regard to the principles upon which British 
foreign policy is based. This misreading of 
British aims and intentions is largely due to 
propaganda disseminated by the dictator coun- 
tries, whose political strategy takes full advan- 
tage of the psychological value of “suggestion” 
as a factor in influencing publie opinion. To a 
lesser degree it is due to a natural difficulty in 
understanding the British viewpoint in the ab- 
sence of any clear exposition of our ideals. 


Effective Propaganda 

The subtlety and cleverness of the propa- 
ganda with which the totalitarian countries are 
flooding the world must not be underrated. It 
is effective in the extreme; it would be still more 
effective, so far as Germany is concerned, if it 
were not quite so contradictory. The “doped” 
Press of that country is not content to tell the 
German people that Britain and her allies are 
embarking on a policy of encirclement for the 
destruction of Germany. At the same time, with 
headlines of equal prominence, they assure their 
readers that Britain's power and morale have 
declined to such an extent that Germany has 
nothing to fear from this country, or any com- 
bination of democracies. It is comprehensible 
that any German citizen would swallow one of 
these lies, but how he can digest both at the 
same time passes one’s understanding. However, 
with a degree of credulity that is simply amaz- 
ing, he seems to do so quite easily. Propaganda, 
as conceived by Germany, is—in any case— 
planned to influence the emotions and not the 
mind, By the reiteration of phrases much can 
be achieved—as every rhetorician knows—in the 
inculecation of ideas, and this is the technique of 
the propagandist in Germany, who has a dual 
objective all the time. He must placate the Ger- 
man people and keep them in subservience to 
the Government, and he must implant suspicion 
and dislike of the democracies not only in Ger- 
many but in all other countries. 


Distorting the Truth 
If the political significance of totalitarian 
propaganda were generally realized by what 
one may call the “neutral” countries there would 
be a natural revulsion of feeling against it, but 
the average citizen of any country is not a skilled 
publicist; he is inclined to regard propaganda as 
the expression of a viewpoint, and does not 
readily see that, ruthlessly and unscrupulously 
planned, it is the most effective means of distort- 
ing the truth that mankind possesses today. 
The citizen of the world, therefore, is an easy 
subject to influence, and the task of the political 
propagandist as trained in the dictator countries 
is simple. To adapt an adage: he must throw 
mud, and keep on throwing mud. Some will 
stick. Belittle Britain, and her prestige will 
decline, Distort British aims, and confidence in 
Britain will disappear. Talk about British op- 
pression, and her foreign policy will be suspect. 
Emphasize Britain’s waning power, and other 
countries will hesitate to form alliances or enter 
into agreements. That is the technique of 
totalitarian propaganda which, carried on with- 
out cessation in almost every country in the 
world, has wrought untold harm to this country, 
has precipitated trouble, and has rendered the 
task of administration increasingly difficult. 
But—strange anomaly!—it is this very desire 
to avert war, to save even the German people 
from the catastrophic consequences of war, that 
has been interpreted by the totalitarian coun- 
tries as a sign of weakness on the part of the 
democracies. No greater mistake could be made. 
The German psychologist has lost his skill 
if he really believes that Britain, and the British 
Empire, and our allies, are not prepared to fight 
against aggression. There is no war mentality in 
Britain today, nor in France. But there is some- 
thing equally significant—a quiet determination 
to mobilize the resources of these countries to 
resist any encroachment on their liberties and 
to prevent any further attempt by the Dictator 
States to dominate Furope by force of arms. This 
calm and purposeful preparation is something 
which the Dictators would do well to heed. It 
has resulted in a degree of rearmament in Bri- 
tain and France which, together with almost 
illimitable resources of food and raw materials, 
has placed these countries in a position where 
defeat is impossible. But, conscious as they are 
of their armed strength, of the morale and deter- 
mination of their people, these two great 
democracies are as one in their desire to do 
everything possible to save Europe from the hor- 
rors of another war. If such a calamity should 
ensue it will come because the blood lust of the 
Dictators is insatiable.

C.C.F. Attitude 


Editor, Bulletin: The C.C.F. lead- 
ers seem to assume that they have 
the monopoly of Socialist principles 
and sincerity. Considering the 
times and the great needs of the 
people, a little modesty and less 
complacency would be in place. We 
are told that the C.C.F. cannot co- 
operate with Mr. Herridge as he 
favors reforms of capitalism while 
they stand for Socialism. New Zea- 
land is the example we are to fol- 
low. Yet, when we examine what 


the government of New Zealand has| 


performed, we find that it has in- 
stituted a series of admirable reforms 
within the capitalist system. It has 
endeavored to raise wages, encour- 
aged trade unions, inaugurated 
greatly improved social insurance 
schemes (health, unemployment, 
etc.) and established a system of 
fixed prices for dairy farmers, all 
reforms similar to what Mr. Her- 
ridge proposes. If the C.C.F. favors 
such measures for Canada, a maj- 
ority in the next Federal House is 


| essential but they do not pretend to 


be able to obtain such a majority. 

The sensible thing for the C.CF. 
to do would be to say to Herridge: 
“We will co-operate with you pro- 
vided that you agree to support all 
those reforms passed in New Zea- 
land, in accordance with Canadian 
conditions. We do not propose to 
give up our party identity or inde- 
pendence but we propose that in 
every constituency, the progressive 
reform vote be united behind a sin- 
gle candidate.” In constituencies 
where the C.C.F. is the strongest and 
their candidate the popular choice, 
he or she would receive united sup- 
port from all progressives. In other 
constituencies, the candidate might 
be a Social Crediter, Communist or 
unattached reformer. 

Under such circumstances, a re- 
form majority in the next House 
would become a practical possibil- 
ity and assuredly, too, there would 
be many more C.C.F. members, in 
all probability, the major group. If 
Herridge refused to pledge himself 
to a program of reforms similar to 
those implemented in New Zealand 
or if he proposed that the C.C.F. 
dissolve its organization, aspersions 
on his sincerity would be amply 


justified. Such is not the case When | 


Mr. Irvine lumps him with Hitler 
and Mussolini, and the C.C.F com- 
bine with Dr. Manion in a muckrak- 
ing campaign, it is poor judgment 
on their part.

Alberta Man Tells of 
Escape From Waters 
Of Vancouver Harbor :

VANCOUVER, Aug. 11~A 20 
minute struggle for life under the 
searchlights of rescuing ocean and 
coastal liners “wasn't at all bad,” 
Gordon Fraser, of Lethbridge, said 
from his hospital bed Thursday as 
he recounted his escape from the 
waters of the entrance to Van- 
eouver harbor under the Lion's 

Gate bridge. 


His fall early yesterday morning 
from the excursion steamship Lady 
Alexandra was, however, “a little 
more dramatic” than the time he 
fell from a train near Minneapolis. 

“I only hope the next time 
won't be a fall from an airplane,” 
he grinned. 


FEELING FINE 


Fraser, 27 years old and here on 
a holiday, has a bruised leg and a 


cut over his eye, but is feeling 
“fine.” ‘ 
His wife and three-year-old 


daughter and his mother, Mrs. Irving 
Fraser, of Macleod, Alta. watched 
his rescue. 

He was picked up by a boat from 


the Lady Alexandra while the 
eruise liner Duchess of Richmond, 
and the night boat Princess Joan, 


both outward bound for Victoria 
stood by, their sirens sounding to 
the swimming man “like New 
Year's.” 


LEANING ON RAIL 


“IT was returning home with my 
family from Bowen Island just after 
midnight,” Fraser said today. “I 
was leaning against the rail when 
suddenly I toppled headlong into 
the water. 


“On the way down I struck my| 


head on a railing sticking out from 
the boat but the blow didn't knock 


me out. 
“Then down I went. Boy, I 
thought I'd never come up.” 


He thought the fact he went so 


deep probably saved him from the) 


vessel's propellors. 

“When I came up my first 
thought was to swim to shore, I 
had my clothes and a big pair of 
shoes on but they didn't seem to 
bother me much.” 


He didn’t think the water cold or! 


the current strong, although at 
times a strong tide-rip rushes 
through the narrows. 


“I’m not sure how long I was in| 


the water when I saw a lot of lights 
and heard a lot of noise. 


BOAT WHISTLES 

“Those boat whistles sounded just 
like New Year's 

“When I saw I was going to be 
rescued, I started to swim a little 
and float a little. 

“At last the rescue boat got to 
me and hauled me aboard and that 
was the end of it.” 

He was taken aboard the Lady 


Alexandra and given a cup of 
coffee—so darn hot it burnt my 
tongue.” 

Fraser said that one thought | 


occurred to him while he swam 
around. It was the unidentified 
man who jumped nearly 400 feet 
from the Lion's Gate bridge sup- 
erstructure Monday night and 
whose body has not yet been re- 
covered,

Fraser's fall into the water was at 
about the same place, too, where 
last December Oscar Erickson, Brit- 


ish Columbia logger, jumped 200 
feet from the bridge and escaped 
almost unscathed

OTTAWA, Aug. 11.—Right now 
up to 10,000 people in Canada are 
denied use of post office facilities, | 
either to send or receive mail,

Under section 204 of the 
regulations, if the post office de 
partment is satisfied a person is 
publishing obscene, seditious, frau 
dulent or other illegal matter or is 
in the lottery business, he may be 
deprived of use of the mails 

The Postmaster General explained | 
the situation in response to critic. 
ism levelled at the post office in 
Toronto where, it was claimed, a 
medical report was not delivered to 
a patient and was not returned to 
the sending doctor for a month. 

Mr. MeLarty said he would 
have that delay investigated at 
| once but the practice of refusing 
to deliver mail to certain per- 
sons for reasons set out in the 
regulations is one of many years’ 
standing. 

When a person is placed on the 
banned list, mail is no longer de- 
livered to him, but that does not 
affect the delivery of mail to other 
| persons at the same address, Mr 
| McLarty explained

LAST HOPE IN 
WORLD CRISIS 


Visitor Says Labor Office. 


Works For Internation- 
al Accord 


International Labor Office at 
Geneva holds the “last hope” of 
international collaboration in the 
world today, said D. A. Stevenson, 
head of the English press section 
of the office, as he visited Ed- 
monton briefly Friday, 

Originally from Toronto, Mr 
Stevenson's present post, which he 
has held for many years, brings aim 
in touch with many of the world's 
leading correspondents who cover 
the meetings of the Labor organ- 
ization, 

He said that many ‘states which 
have given notice of their intention 
to resign from the League of Na- 
tions still belong to the Labor 
office, as does the United States, 
which never was a League member. 


ITALY, GERMANY OUT 
Italy and Germany, however, are 


not now associated with the Labor 
office, he said. 


Importance of the Labor office
